Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified in 35mm film format by the 
Office of Film and Dterature Classification. The 35mm film version (OFLC No. 0900758) was 
classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. This was because of its treatment of matters of sex and 
violence, and extensive use of highly offensive language. This decision was registered on 8 June 
2009. 

The DVD has components not present in the 35mm film version, including a number of “Special 
Features” in addition to the feature: a documentary titled “Map Of Destmction” where cast and 
crew talk about the film as well as showing some behind-the-scenes footage, and some outtakes 
related to the feature. It also has the “Three Best Friends Song”, a short sequence showing the 
characters singing during one of the scenes; and a “Gag Reel” of humorous outtakes (deleted 
scenes). The feature appears to be a few minutes longer than the original, but the changes are not 
noticeable apart from some that increase the degree of the sexual material slightly. There are also 
some sexual references and nudity in the extra material. 

These changes and the additional material do not provide grounds to alter the classification from 
that given to the original publication. However, the descriptive note has been altered to better 
reflect the content.
